"I told the boys here," said 


Mr. Taylor, "that if Johnson 
was left alone for awhile, he 
would turn up dead some day. 
I knew his ignorance of the me- 
chanism of the weapon would 
prove his undoing. There is no 
doubt that this was the real 
cause of his death. The wea- 
pon he had was tne safest arm 
possible in the hands of any 
one who understood it, but ex- 
tremely dangerous to one not 
familiar with it. 
"The morning he escaped he 


held the gun to my head several 
times and I feared he might 
touch the wrong 
trigger and 


end my days. If it had been an 
ordinary revolver, I •would have 
had no fear, for I did not be- 
he would 
intentionally shoot 


me."

khe other boy thar. is usually adopted? We are apt to look upon this alien 
who is going to corrupt our own dear little angel, as an enemy. Our on< 
desire usually is not to help him, but to prevent him from injuring us 
But by helping him, we prevent the injury we fear, and at the same Urn 
aid him to a happy and useful life. And isn't this the better way?
